O R D E R

On October 20, 2000, the Commission established a full procedural schedule in 

this matter.  AT&T Communications of the South Central States, Inc. and TCG of the 

Carolinas (collectively “AT&T”) have filed a motion to change various aspects of the 

procedural schedule.  BellSouth Telecommunications, Inc. (“BellSouth”) has no 

objections.

By agreement of the parties the Commission must now make its decision in this 

case by no later than April 13, 2001.  

The Commission being sufficiently advised, HEREBY ORDERS that:

1. A formal hearing in this matter is rescheduled from January 9, 2001 to 

February 26, 2001 at 9:00 a.m., Eastern Standard Time, at the Commission’s offices at 

211 Sower Blvd., Frankfort, Kentucky.

2. Relevant cost studies, including workpapers and any documents and 

information necessary to resolve outstanding issues, shall be filed by no later than 

January 15, 2001.



3. Prefiled testimony shall be filed by February 6, 2001 and hearing 

testimony is limited to cross-examination or redirect examination and rebuttal testimony.

4. Any party filing testimony shall file an original and 4 copies.  The original 

and at least 3 copies of the testimony shall be filed as follows:

a. Together with cover letter listing each person presenting testimony.

b. Bound in 3-ring binders or with any other fastener which readily 

opens and closes to facilitate easy copying.

c. Each witness’s testimony should be tabbed.

d. Every exhibit to each witness’s testimony should be appropriately 

marked.

5. Rebuttal testimony shall be filed by February 20, 2001.

6. Any agreed-upon portions of the parties’ contract that have not already 

been filed shall be filed by February 6, 2001.

7. Each party shall submit, in contract form, its best and final offer on each 

disputed issue no later than February 6, 2001.

8. The informal conference which was scheduled for December 19, 2000 has 

been rescheduled to January 16, 2001 at 10:00 a.m., Eastern Standard Time, in the 

Commission’s offices at 211 Sower Blvd., Frankfort, Kentucky.
